
Teen killed in tragic crash 
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A LYME Regis teenager tragically died in 
a car accident on the A3052, just outside 
the town, in the early hours of Saturday 
morning. 

The boy, named locally as 17-year-old William 
Ure from Lyme Regis, was a passenger in the car 
and was pronounced dead at the scene. 

The driver, a 28-year-old man from Colyton, was 
flown to Derriford Hospital in Plymouth where po¬ 
lice reported he is in critical condition. 

The single-car crash, involving a dark-coloured 
Honda Civic, took place at about 12.30am on Sat¬ 
urday at Ware Cross on the Dorset and Devon bor¬ 
der. 

Police and ambulance crews attended the scene, 
as well as the police helicopter from Exeter, which 
flew the driver to Plymouth. 

A specialist forensic investigation was carried 
out at the scene, which resulted in the A3052 being 
closed for approximately nine hours. 

Collision investigators said that it was a particu¬ 
larly complex scene, which accounted for the un¬ 
usually long road closure.

• TELL us a bit about Community First Re¬ 
sponders (CFR)... 

Every day CFRs from across the South West at¬ 
tend emergencies within their local communi¬ 
ties. They are volunteers who support their local 
community by attending emergency calls ahead 
of an ambulance. 

Their role can vary from simply providing a re¬ 
assuring presence prior to the arrival of an am¬ 
bulance, to saving the life of a patient. CFRs 
attend certain types of medical emergencies pre¬ 
dominantly where it is essential for the patient to 
receive immediate life-saving care, like in the 
case of a cardiac arrest for example. 

Bridport currently has three members, with one 
other covering Chideock. The Bridport CFRs also 
respond to incidents in the Beaminster, 
Symondsbury, Swyre, and Shipton Gorge areas. 



however requalification is required every six 
months, as well as attending monthly training 
sessions. 


• WHAT is a typical call out of a first respon¬ 
der and do you remember your first call out? 

No one call is ever the same, you never know 
what call you might receive on the pager. 

I can't remember the first call I ever attended, 
however one incident that does stick in my mind 
is doing CPR on a 16 month old child who I man¬ 
aged to revive. 


• WHY is it so important for people to have 
knowledge of first aid? 

A level of basic life support is so important be¬ 
cause it can massively improve someone's 
chance of survival. 

An out of hospital cardiac arrest has a survival 
rate of around four to seven percent, however 
with the delivery of effective CPR and the use of 
a defib the chance of survival increases to over 
50 percent. The stats speak for themselves.

# WHAT incidents do Community First Re¬ 
sponders attend? 

We attend a variety of incidents, mainly for those 
who are in a life threatening condition, but we do 
not attend incidents involving trauma, like road 
traffic collisions for example. 

CFRs are always backed up by an ambulance 
crew. They are a valuable addition to the ambu¬ 
lance service and not a substitute for it.

• WHAT skills and training do you need? 

All training is delivered by the South Western Am¬ 
bulance Service NHS Foundation Trust. You at¬ 
tend two full weekends of training at either St 
Leonards or Dorchester, which has an exam at 
the end, which must be passed. You are then re¬ 
quired to complete three 12 hours third manning 
shifts where you join an ambulance crew or spe¬ 
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Council refuses request to extend public 
forum, saying it would'not be helpful' 


LYME Regis councillors have turned down 
a request to allow members of the public to 
speak at the end of meetings, as well as at 
the beginning. 

Currently, residents are given a total of up to 20 
minutes - no more than three minutes each - in the 
public forum at the beginning of town council meet¬ 
ings to discuss items on a committee agenda, or any 
local matter at full council meetings. 

Once the main business of the meeting begins, 
members of the public are not allowed to comment 
unless given special permission by the chairman. 

However, Talbot Road resident Nigel Ball recently 
requested that councillors also allow the public time 
to speak at the end of meetings to give them an op¬ 
portunity to further comment on the council’s discus¬ 
sions and decisions. 

Councillors considered the request at its recent 
Strategy & Finance Committee meeting, but some 
members felt it would add too much time to meetings 
and would see residents trying to “undo” decisions 
that had already been made. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds said she quite often let 
members of the public speak during meetings as 
chairman of the Tourism, Community & Publicity 
Committee, and she did not think extending the pub¬ 
lic forum would add too much time to meetings, as 
not many residents attended council. 

Councillor Stan Willi ams agreed, saying that Up- 
lyme Parish Council allowed residents to speak at the 
beginning and end of meetings. 

However, Councillor Daryl Turner said it was down 
to the discretion of the chairman whether to allow the 
public to speak during meetings or not, so it did not 
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need to be discussed any further. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said it would “not be 
very helpful” to have people trying to undo decisions 
that had already been made at the end of meetings. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said that meetings were 
already long enough. 

“We’ve been here till past 11pm on some occasions. 
Once a decision has been made, it’s been made and 
we can’t do anything without a rescinding motion.” 

Councillor Larcombe added: “With all the reports 
and papers we get, there’s something going wrong if 
we learn something from the public at the end of the 
meeting that we should have known before making 


a decision.” 

He said that allowing the public to speak at the end 
of meetings would be “out of sync” with the council’s 
process. 

Councillor Jeff Scowen said he felt the council 
should be encouraging more residents to talk to them, 
rather than “excluding them”. 

Councillor Ellis argued that members of the public 
could approach any councillor at anytime. 

Councillor Larcombe added that they were not 
denying the public anything by not adding a public 
forum at the end of the meeting, as there never had 
been one in the past. 

Councillor Scowen replied: “We’re not making it 
easy enough for them.” 

However, it was agreed to leave the public forum 
as it is. 


Councillor makes u-turn on Teneriffe Path

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Local GP calls for Lyme residents to speak 
up in consultation on healthcare services 


LYME Regis residents have been told to 
make their voices heard in a consultation 
about the future of healthcare services in 
Dorset. 

Local GP Forbes Watson - who is also chair¬ 
man of the Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG), which is currently consulting 
on a number of proposed changes to hospitals 
and healthcare services in the area - told a 
public meeting: “Make sure Lyme is not for¬ 
gotten. It’s really important that the Lyme 
voice is heard.” 

Dr Watson outlined the proposals being but 
forward by the CCG at a packed public meet¬ 
ing at the Woodmead Halls last week, organ¬ 
ised by LymeForward. 

He said that healthcare services in Dorset 
had been working well for many years and 
that they had been in a good financial posi¬ 
tion, but this was changing due to an in¬ 
creased and older population putting extra 
demand on services, and the NHS was pre¬ 
dicting a deficit of £158million in Dorset by 
2020 . 

“It’s only going to get worse if we don’t do 
anything about it... we can’t go on as we are,” 
he commented. 

Dr Watson added that the healthcare work¬ 
force in Dorset was “really struggling” as not 
so many people were coming into the profes¬ 
sion, so they had to look at how people could 
work in a different way, which could also af¬ 
fect services. 

However, he added: “We want to continue 
to provide good quality of care and make it 
consistent across the area, not dependent on 
postcodes.” 

Dr Watson explained that there were two 
parts to the current public consultation - acute 
services, which included major hospitals, and 
community services. He said that the CCG 
was not currently consulting on the future of 
GP services and was not actively seeking to 
close GP practices, although some may close 
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in the future due to the retirement of doctors, 
lack of workforce and strains on funding. 

The CCG’s current proposals would see 
Poole Hospital become the county’s major 
planned hospital for planned operations and 
other procedures, while the Royal 
Bournemouth Hospital would become the 
major emergency hospital, 

Dr Watson said that Dorset County Hospital 
in Dorchester would remain largely the same, 
as a planned and emergency care hospital 
serving the west of the county. He said that 90 
per cent of care delivered in Dorchester would 
continue and its accident and emergency de¬ 
partment would remain open. 

However, he said the main concern was to 
move some maternity and specialist peadi- 
atrics services to the east of the county. It was 
also reported that Dorset County Hospital was 
in talks with Yeovil District Hospital over po¬ 
tential joint maternity and children’s services 
in West Dorset and South Somerset, but not 
further details could be given on this. 

With regards to community hospitals, seven 
‘community hubs’ with beds would be estab¬ 
lished at Weymouth Community Hospital, 
Bridport, Wimborne, Blandford, Sherborne, 
Swanage and the major planned hospital pro¬ 
posed for Poole, while hubs without beds 
would include Shaftesbury, Christchurch, 
Portland and Wareham, and some community 
services would be provided at Dorset County 
Hospital. 

Before receiving questions from the floor, 
Dr Watson emphasised that no decisions had 
been made yet and the consultation would 
continue until February 28th. 

One of the main concerns of residents was 
travel times to get to services in the east of the 


county, either by ambulance for emergencies 
or public transport for planned appointments, 
procedures or to visit family. 

One of LymeForward’s directors, former 
mayor Sally Holman, said: “For us on the 
edge of the county, our concerns for the am¬ 
bulance service and first responders is upper¬ 
most. Are we going to be better off? Are we 
going to keep what we have?” 

Dr Watson commented: “We are working 
closely with the ambulance trust and they are 
confident that they can provide the level of 
service we require for these proposals. 

“It is a concern but we have a contract with 
the ambulance trust that will be monitored 
carefully.” 

He added that the first responders in Lyme 
Regis had done a “very good job for years” 
and there were no plans to get rid of them. 

Lyme resident Jim Mosely doubted the 
CCG’s statement that a blue light ambulance 
should be able to get to the Royal 
Bournemouth Hospital from anywhere in the 
county in 30 minutes. 

Dr Watson said that travel times were an 
issue, but in the west of the county patients 
could also travel to Exeter in Devon. 

Another resident said the “elephant in the 
room” was the state of local roads, adding that 
no ambulance would be able to get to the east 
of the county quickly via the A3 5 during poor 
weather, or in the summer when the roads 
were too busy.

Almost £12,000 raised for Crisis 
in Homeless at Christmas appeal

ALMOST £12,000 has 
been raised for homeless¬ 
ness charity Crisis in less 
than two weeks thanks to 
the efforts of former 
Woodroffe School student 
James Beavis, who is 
sleeping rough in London 
for 31 days. 

James, 26, is now on 
day 13 of his month-long 
challenge to raise aware¬ 
ness and funds for the in¬ 
creasing number of 
homeless people in Lon¬ 
don and across the coun¬ 
try. 

This is his second time 
living on the streets of the 
capital, having under¬ 
taken a week of sleeping 
rough over Christmas 
2012 , during which he raised more than £28,000 for 
Crisis. 

This year he has extended the challenge to 31 days, 
to include the Christmas and New Year period, and he 
has already raise almost £12,000 including Gift Aid 
thanks to emotive videos he has posted on Facebook, 
and an appearance on the London Live television chan¬ 
nel. 

James - who is originally from Uplyme and is now 
studying medicine at the University of Aberdeen and 
hopes to become a doctor for charity - left home at the 
beginning of December with a sleeping bag, a back¬ 
pack of the bare essentials and no money. He will be 
begging to pay for food and, while he has taken a mo¬ 
bile phone to keep supporters updated and promote his 
cause via social media when he can afford to keep it 
charged, he plans to make no direct contact with family 
or friends over the Christmas and New Year period. 

He has had to endure freezing temperatures, illness 
and said one of his low points was being spat on by a 


passer-by. 

Speaking on his chosen charity, James said: “Crisis 
genuinely are a saviour at Christmas. When others 
spend time with their family, those with nothing or no¬ 
body to share Christmas with are at their most low. 

“Crisis does incredible work throughout the year but 
at Christmas they do something truly special. When 
other shelters close their doors, Crisis opens its arms, 
welcoming more than 4,000 guests who have no home. 

“Not only do they offer kindness, warm food and 
somewhere to rest, they offer a route into longer-term 
support for those who are being failed by the system. 
However, this comes at a cost and with your help we 
can make sure that everyone who needs support this 
Christmas can receive it.

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The modern equation: community spirit = voluntary spirit 


Y ES, I’m back. This column has 
lately been handed to a stone¬ 
faced miller, to Karl Marx, and to 
Florence Nightingale - it's time to write 
it myself. And being the season of gifts, 
to revisit a theme of 15 previous columns: 
the gift of volunteering. 

Do you recall a recent front page: ‘Councillor 
rescues blind woman from flooded car’? That 
was just one example of the volunteer Uplyme 
Emergency Team at work. Andy Turner - the 
councillor in question - John Fowler, David 
Ostler (another Uplyme councillor), James 
Booth and half a dozen others turn out when 
flood, storm, ice or snow threaten people’s 
homes and safety in the parish’s hilly expanse. 

The night before, while we slept, they’d been 
setting up flood boards, clearing blocked ditches 
and drains, removing trailer-loads of muck. 

When ice threatens, they grit the back roads. 
They give time, skill and care, but also supple¬ 
ment the village’s equipment with their own ve¬ 
hicles and machinery. Uplyme’s statutory 
Emergency Plan, wholly volunteer-written and 
implemented, is rated the best in Devon. What 
a team! And how often do they get thanked? 

Over the past three years of researching the 
generally more sedate volunteering in Lyme, I 
lost count of the people who give so freely: 
many hundreds, and I didn't come close to cov¬ 
ering all activities. Such dedication must be 
cause for satisfaction and optimism? Yes, but... 

Ask what may be the greatest threat to Lyme’s 
continuing vibrancy, and I’d reply, “That volun¬ 
teering may prove inadequate to the task 
ahead”. Why? 

The ‘pool’ of active volunteers isn’t as great

as the many varied groups and events might sug¬ 
gest. Few can relax, confident of sufficient hands 
for the pumps. Some volunteers are hard-pressed; 
many are committed to several different roles. Or¬ 
ganisations ebb and flow over the years, some 
struggling for help, then recovering while others 
feel the pinch. 

In many, though not all, activities, Lyme’s age 
profile skews volunteering towards older resi¬ 
dents. The ‘youngish retired’ have been a source 
of volunteers for decades in the UK. But circum¬ 
stances have changed. More people must postpone 
retirement; many retirees care for their elderly par¬ 
ents, or become near-full-time grandparents. 

Close to the edge 

So volunteering is close to the edge - even under 
present conditions. As money grows ever-tighter 
for local government, for charities, for health and 
social care providers, voluntary service will be¬ 
come essential to the bedrock of communal well¬ 
being, not just to its softer surfaces. Will enough 
people respond? 

This demand will highlight another challenge: 
“We must have leaders.” Many people are happy 
to give time and do what's asked; fewer will man¬ 
age things. “Who’ll take over...?” and “We need 
someone to...” are familiar cries. Yet voluntary 
managing of volunteers is often necessary in our 
self-help world. Lacking formal or monetary hi¬ 


erarchy, volunteer teams led by a volunteer can 
be harmoniously cohesive; but this asks a lot of 
the leader. 

Several Lyme organisations run a mixed econ¬ 
omy: one or two paid staff supported by volun¬ 
teers. As funding evaporates, this model will 
spread into further aspects of community life, 
particularly health and social care. Its attractive- 
seeming balance can be effective and economi¬ 
cal; it’s also tricky to pull off, for the different 
motivations and obligations of the paid and the 
unpaid require sensitive management. 

The divide that matters in Lyme is between 
those who volunteer and those who don’t. Lots 
of people, for work and/or family reasons, can¬ 
not volunteer, however much they’d like to; 
those of us fortunate enough to have some time 
to give must therefore do so. 

For every Lyme volunteer there’s probably at 
least one other person who could, but doesn’t. 
Do we understand why? Is it not knowing what 
opportunities and needs exist? Wondering 
whether one’s skills and interests are suitable, or 
will be appreciated? Fear that a commitment will 
grow to take over too much of life? Or (whisper 
this one) an attitude that enjoys the rewards of 
living here but isn’t prepared to put back into 
communal wellbeing? 

It’s a town challenge: how to entice more who 
could volunteer somewhere but don’t yet do so. 
It’s odd, for the personal benefits of volunteering 
are well-known: extending friendships and social 
contact; learning more about what makes the 
community tick; keeping one’s hand in if tem¬ 
porarily unemployed; developing new interests; 
sustaining an active mind and body; using expe¬ 
rience and skill in fresh contexts. There’s even 
research evidence that volunteering helps you 


live longer: so give some time to gain some time! 

Those intrinsic values are, it seems, insufficient 
recruiting agents. Can we be smarter in promot¬ 
ing the range of volunteer roles, particularly the 
variety of time commitments, from the long-term 
regular to the short-term burst? How do we stim¬ 
ulate the doubtful to offer existing skills or new 
interests, rather than waiting to be approached? 
Do we encourage older children to grasp suitable 
volunteering opportunities that fit with school 
times? Are organisations making good use of the 
Development Trust’s ‘Volunteer Lyme Regis’ 
website as a ‘dating-agency’? Do potential vol¬ 
unteers know about it? Could estate agents steer 
home-buyers towards this site, and trumpet the 
town’s volunteer culture, in a ‘Welcome to 
Lyme’ pack? 

‘Volunteer culture’ is the key. And, critical to 
the community-spirit within and upon which vol¬ 
unteering thrives, is the inspiration offered by the 
town council. Ultimately, the council sets the 
town’s tone. By deed and by word it can (with 
consistent, sustained effort) create the unified 
buzz that enthuses people to pitch in; similarly 
(easily, instantly) it can destroy that zest. 
Whether in motivating those who volunteer di¬ 
rectly for it, or in recognising how it influences 
the wider volunteering community, the council 
has in the past sometimes fallen short. 

So wasn’t it good recently to see two letters to 
this paper from councillors praising the work of 
B Sharp and of the Christmas Lights Commit¬ 
tee? And to read, on last week’s front page, the 
Mayor’s strong words of support for the Marine 
Theatre? That’s the spirit! Keep working at it!

THERE'S nothing better than a cosy night spent 
by the fire and these would make that night extra 
special. The only problem is that they smell and 
look so good, no one will want to burn them! 


YOU WILL NEED: 


• Soy wax flakes 

• Pinecones 

• Candle fragrance oil 

• Candle dye blocks 

• Wired candle wicking 

• Wooden spoon 


• Large heat proof 
container 

• Frying pan 
•Wax paper 

• Scissors 

• Cute tags and twine 


WHAT TO DO: 

SET UP YOUR WORK AREA-Place your heat proof 
container into a large pan that has water in it, this 
is how we will melt the wax. Close by, set up an 
area to place your dipped pinecones. 

MELTYOUR WAX -Turn on your pan, start heating 
up the water and add your soy wax flakes. 

The water in your pan will boil and gently heat 
the glass container - melting your wax slowly. 
Which is what we want. Continue to stir while 
your wax melts.

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ADD COLOUR - As your wax is melting chop up 
pieces of your colour block (so it melts faster) and 
add to your wax. Continue to stir and watch your 
colour melt into the wax. This wax colourant 
comes with instructions on how much to add per 
pound but you can do whatever you want. 

Protect your kitchen! Dipping can get messy so 
anywhere that you will be holding the pinecones 
needs to be covered to catch dripping wax. 

TEST YOUR COLOUR - To test the colour of your 
wax drip a little onto wax paper and see how it 
dries. If it's too light - add more colour block, it's 
always easier to go darker. If it's too dark your 
only fix is to add more wax to make it lighter. 

ADDING SCENT - The scent rule for candle mak¬ 
ing is 1 ounce of scent oil for 1 pound of wax. But 
we aren't making candles... so you can add as lit¬ 
tle or as much as you want. 

LET YOUR WAX COOL DOWN - After the wax is 
fully melted you will need to wait 20-30 minutes 
for it to cool down before you dip your first 
pinecone. You don't have to wait, but if you dip 
your pinecones while your wax is super hot it 
won't stick as well. Meaning you will have to dip 
over and over and over and over to build-up the 
wax on your pinecone. If you want to get techni¬ 
cal it's best to dip around 130* to 140* degrees. 

WICK YOUR PINECONES - While you are waiting 
for your wax to cool you can wick your pinecones! 
Adding wicking around your pinecones helps to 
keep the flame moving throughout the cone in 
your fire. Cut about 12" of wired wicking for each 
pinecone. 

Fold in half and tie a loop knot with the wicking, 
then hold the loop at the top of the pinecone and 
wrap between the scales. Wrap each of the wicks 
in the opposite direction. 

Stuff the ends of the wick inside the pinecone, 
you can use the ends of your scissors to help if 
you need to. Some will be easier to wrap then 
others. 

DIPPING YOUR PINECONES-You'll know that your 
wax is cool enough to start dipping when you see 
remnants of it start to harden a bit on the glass 
bowl right above the wax. While stirring it will 
also feel less fluid, it will actually feel thicker. Dip¬ 
ping is pretty simple, hold onto the wick knot and 
submerge, use the wooden spoon to help you. 
Let the extra wax fully strain off the pinecone. 

Fully submerge each pinecone in the wax and 
set on waxed paper to dry making sure to strain 
as much of the wax off each pinecone while in 
the bowl. 

The first dip doesn't look like much... but as you 
keep adding layers the colour will build. 

The dry time in between each dip is 15 minutes. 
After the 15 minutes are up, break off any clumps 
of wax on the bottom of each pinecone and 
place in a pile to reheat later. 

Then dip again! At this point your wax should 
be even cooler and will start to really grab onto 
your pinecone.

(so maybe not that festive?) - guest stars Rula 
Lenska and Jessica Raine, who find out first 
hand of the Austrian legend of Krampus (think 
the exact opposite of Santa). Set in a snow 
lodge in 1977, it sounds like it might have a A 
Tales Of The Unexpected vibe - and might just 
be the best thing on telly this Christmas. 

5. HAS no one made a film about The Bronte 
sisters before now? It seems strange it’s taken 
this long for the story of literature’s greatest 
group of sisters - Charlotte (Jane Eyre), Emily

6. THERE were a number of music 
biographies launched in to run-up to 
Christmas, but the one everyone’s talking 
about is Bruce Springsteen’s. Tieing-in with his 
book, Born To Run, is Bruce Springsteen: In 
His Words (C4, Dec 29th, 10:35pm) where The 
Boss talks about his acclaimed tome, as well 
as reflecting on his career and what motivates 
him to continue to tour. 

7. ONE of the finest collaborations between 
Roald Dahl and illustrator Quentin Blake was 
the 1982 collection of poems, Revolting 
Rhymes, which retold six classic fairytales in 
the way only Dahl knew how. Dominic West 
leads the voice cast in these two new 
animated films, bringing the ‘alternative’ 
versions of these classic stories to life. 

The first film (BBC1, Boxing Day, 6:30pm) sees 
young Snow White and Red Riding Hood 


become lifelong friends as Snow White takes 
on the might of the wicked Queen, whilst Red 
is called home to deal with a pair of hungry 
wolves - one who’s eaten her grandma and 
then dressed in her clothes, while the other 
can’t help himself from eating some 
unsuspecting pigs. The second film is at the 
same time the following evening.

Guests on the new run include 
Toyah Willcox, Nick Heyward (Haircut 100), 
Carol Decker (T’Pau), Tom Bailey (Thompson 
Twins), Andy McCluskey (OMD), Steve 
Norman (Spandau Ballet), David Grant (Linx), 
Cheryl Baker and Jay Aston (Bucks Fizz), 
Ranking Roger (The Beat), Mari Wilson and 
Leee John (Imagination). 

9. FOLLOWING on from last year’s adaptation 
of And Then There Were None, the Beeb 
continues its new tradition of Agatha Christie 
at Christmas with a two-part take on The 
Witness For The Prosecution (BBC1, Boxing 
Day, 9:00pm & Dec 27th, 9:00pm). 

It’s refreshing to see new versions of Christie’s 
whodunnits that don’t involve either Miss 
Marple or Hercule Poirot - there’s far more to 
the best-selling author of all time’s canon than 
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just the elderly spinster and the Belgian 
sleuth. And although this tale of greed and 
wounded souls may not be typical festive 
fare, it could well be a Christmas treat all the 
same. 


It’s 1920s London and a murder - brutal and 
bloodthirsty - has stained the plush carpets of 
a handsome London townhouse. The all-star 
cast includes Toby Jones (Detectorists, 
Marvellous, Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy), Andrea 
Riseborough (Bloodline, Birdman, Oblivion), 
Kim Cattrall (Sensitive Skin, Sex And The City) 
and David Haig (The Thick Of It, Mo, My Boy 
Jack).

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CHOCOLATE ORANGE 
HAZELNUT CAKE 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 175mL Light-coloured olive oil, 
plus extra for greasing 

• 140g blanched hazelnuts 

• 100ml orange juice, plus zest 1 orange 

• 140g self-raising flour 

• 1/2 tsp baking powder 

• 50g cocoa powder 

• 3 large eggs 

• 175g light brown muscovado sugar 

• For the candied orange slices 

• 300g golden caster slices 

• 1 large orange cut into 3mm/1/8in slices 

TO DECORATE 

• 75ml orange juice 

• lOOg dairy free dark chocolate 

• 50g blanched hazelnuts, toasted 

• 1 tsp edible gold powder 

METHOD: 

Make the candied orange slices a day ahead 
if you can. Put the sugar and 300ml water in 
a medium saucepan and bring to the boil. Re¬ 
duce to a gentle simmer, add the orange 
slices and cook for 1 hr-1 hr 10 mins or until the 
pith is translucent, turning occasionally. Line 


a baking tray with parchment. Carefully re¬ 
move the slices from the syrup, place on the 
prepared tray and set aside to dry (at least 8 
hrs) before cutting in half. Reserve the syrup. 

Heat oven to 180C/160C fan/gas 4. Lightly 
grease a loaf tin (mine was 900g) with olive 
oil and line with a strip of baking parchment. 

Grind the hazelnuts in a food processor until 
they resemble coarse breadcrumbs (do not 
blitz them too much or they will become oily), 
then add to a bowl along with the orange 
zest, a pinch of salt and the rest of the dry in¬ 
gredients. Mix together until evenly com¬ 
bined. 

Pour the oil and the orange juice into a jug 
and mix together. Put the eggs and sugar in 
a tabletop mixer or Large bowl and whisk to¬ 
gether for 5-10 mins or until the mixture has 
tripled in volume and holds a ribbon on the 
surface when the beaters are lifted out. 
Slowly pour the oil mixture into the egg mix¬ 
ture and fold together until combined. 

Add the flour mixture to the egg mixture in 
3 or 4 additions, folding together until com¬ 
bined. You can’t sieve this mixture over the 
eggs because of the hazelnuts, but try not to 
dump the flour in one place - you need to be 
careful and fold the batter to retain its light¬ 
ness. Once fully combined, pour the batter 
into the prepared loaf tin and bake for 50-55 
mins or until a skewer inserted into the centre 
of the cake comes out clean. 

Prick the top of the cake all over, then pour 
over 5 tbsp of the reserved orange syrup. 
Cool in the tin for 15 mins, then turn out onto 
a wire rack to cool completely. Trim the top 
of the cake (keep this for a mini trifle) and turn 
out, cut-side down, onto a serving platter.

To decorate, pour the orange juice into a 
small pan and bring to a simmer. Put the 
chocolate in a small bowl, pour the orange 
juice over and stir together to form a smooth 
ganache. Set aside in the fridge until thick¬ 
ened, about 20-25 mins. Tip the hazelnuts 
into a small bowl and add the gold powder 
with a dash of water, stirring together to coat. 
Put the ganache in a piping bag fitted with a 
small round piping tip. Pipe in peaks over the 
top of the cake, decorating with the golden 
hazelnuts and the orange slices. Will keep for 
up to 3 days in an airtight container. 



BLOODY MARY 
SCRAMBLED EGGS AND 
SMOKED SALMON 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 4 eggs 

• 2 tbsp milk 

• 1/2 tsp Tabasco plus extra to serve (optional) 

• 1/2 tsp Worcestershire sauce, plus extra to 


serve (optional) 

• 1 tsp olive oil 

• lOOg cherry tomatoes 

• 1 tbsp finely chopped chives 

• lOOg smoked salmon sliced 

• 4 slices whole meal bread, toasted and 
buttered 

• 1/2 lemon, sliced into wedges 
METHOD: 

Beat together the eggs, milk, Tabasco, 
Worcestershire sauce and some seasoning 
in a jug. Heat the oil in a large non-stick pan 
over a low heat and pour in the egg mix. 
Cook, stirring, until it is done around the 
edges and slightly runny in the middle. 
Then tip in the tomatoes and warm through 
for 1 min until the eggs have finished 
cooking. 

Top the toast with the scrambled eggs and 
chives, and place the smoked salmon on 
the side with a wedge of Lemon to squeeze 
over. Drizzle over extra Tabasco and 
Worcestershire sauce, if you like it with an 
extra kick.

All the right lines 
but not necessarily 
in the right order!

I ’ve spent much of the last few weeks 
desperately trying to learn my lines 
for the imminent pantomime, which 
I’m part of in Axminster in Janu¬ 
ary. 

I haven’t got very many, but my rapidly 
aging brain seems increasingly unable 
to memorise even the simplest of 
phrases. 

Former X Factor finalist-turned televi¬ 
sion presenter Stacey Soloman has faced 
a media storm this week after suffering 
from the same affliction and actually 
went onstage for her first performance 
of Dick Whittington in Milton Keynes 
with a clipboard. 

I have performed with many local leg¬ 
ends, some of which have, at times vir¬ 


tually rewritten parts of shows, by miss¬ 
ing out huge swathes of the dialogue, 
thus leaving other cast member mysti¬ 
fied as to how to save the story. The great 
Bill Street (of Lyme Regis Pantomime 
fame), before his retirement from the 
stage, was a master at performing all of 
the right lines, but not necessarily in the 
right order. 

I witnessed a plethora of professional 
pantomime masters this week when I at¬ 
tended the gala opening night of Cin¬ 
derella at the London Palladium. The 
mayhem maestros included Paul O’- 
Grady, Amanda Holden, Julian Clary 
and Lee Mead in the fabulously festive 
show, which cleverly entwined musical 
theatre references and big budget ef¬ 
fects, while keeping the essence 
of a village pantomime. 

The number of celebrities in 
the auditorium equally matched 
the number of stars on stage. 
It’s always nice to see a few fa¬ 
mous faces, but you do become 
a bit blase, when the same ones 
turn up to everything (Christo¬ 
pher Biggins and Gaby Roslin 
would probably attend the open¬ 
ing of an envelope!). 

There are still some who I feel 
excited about meeting and I was 
thrilled to be sitting behind the 
Krankies, with Lord Andrew 
Lloyd Webber just a little way in 
front. There are few celebrities 
these days that I would be gen¬ 
uinely impressed by, although if 
I were to meet someone like 
Barbara Streisand I’d probably 
go a bit gaga. 

I also find the different levels 
of celebrity really interesting. 
For example, I’ve met Brain 
May on a number of occasions, 
but many of my colleagues in 
Lyme Regis don’t recognise the 
legendary Queen guitarist, yet 
ask them about Geordie Shore 
and they could probably give 
you a full biography of the vari¬ 
ous cast members. 


I often get invited to interview people 
and have no idea who they are, particu¬ 
larly if they have gained fame through 
reality TV or soap operas. I tend to tell 
them to imagine I don’t know anything 
about them (which of course, I don’t!) 
and ask them to talk about themselves 
for the benefit of our readers. Most as¬ 
piring celebs are more than happy to re¬ 
gale you with their life history, no 
matter how dull, unfortunately. In Lon¬ 
don you tend to meet famous people 
even when you don’t mean to. In fact, I 
once got a kiss from comedian Peter 
Kaye as I was wondering though Leices¬ 
ter Square. 

I also got chatting to an adorable 
young lad at a bar in Shepherd’s Bush 
last year and when he told me his name 
was Jake Bugg, It didn’t ring a bell, but 
apparently he’s a rock star! 

The opening of Simon Callow’s version 
of A Christmas Carol was an equally 
starry event and the stage stalwart 
showed none of the memory problems, 
with which I’m tormented; recounting 
the entire Dickens’ classic, while depict¬ 
ing all of the characters in an astonish¬ 
ingly adept solo performance. 

I get given lots of ‘plus ones’ to big 
shows and I’ve got a few good friends in 
London, who I know I can trust to be¬ 
have appropriately at big glitzy celeb 
filled events. 

Most of the time I’m accompanied by 
my best buddy, former Uplymer Jon 
White (who came with me to the Palla¬ 
dium this week), but he was busy on 
Thursday, so my friend Richard Hadfield 
(formerly of Britain’s Got Talent Col- 
labro fame) tagged along to see A Christ¬ 
mas Carol. It’s always weird when you’re 
with a celeb, whether it’s just meeting 


them for a coffee or at a big event, as 
they often have to become a completely 
different person when faced with hoards 
of fans wanting selfies and autographs. 

It can be a really intimidating experi¬ 
ence, although it does earn big brownie 
points from the PR companies when you 
turn up with a famous face, because it 
makes their opening night photos more 
likely to appear the papers. 

Due to my Christmas deadlines, I’m 
missing the next few pantomime re¬ 
hearsals and a sense of impending doom 
is gradually filtering into my psyche. If 
you would are interested in watching my 
latest local stage foray, tickets for Robin¬ 
son Crusoe at the Guildhall, Axminster 
(January 19th-21st) are available from 
the Archway bookshop fromDecember 
28th. 

To take my mind off the panic, I’m 
going to see the incomparable Joe Stil- 
goe (pianist extraordinaire and son of 
famed lyricist and entertainer Sir 
Richard Stilgoe) at the Lyric, Hammer¬ 
smith before catching up on the musi¬ 
cals Rent and Dreamgirls, both of which 
I have missed the press performances of, 
but as I’m now established, I’m able to 
request tickets for pretty much when¬ 
ever I like!

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5 TIPS FOR BETTER STORAGE

1. One room where storage is essential is the 
bedroom, and while many of us dream of a 
walk-in wardrobe, most homes don't have 
space for one. The next best thing is built-in 
wardrobes, as they provide acres of space 
and are a more flexible storage solution than 
freestanding wardrobes. Fitted storage is 
particularly useful in awkwardly shaped 
rooms, such as loft bedrooms, where built-in 
wardrobes can make the most of the space, 
especially in the eaves. They are usually 
made to measure, so all the available space 
is used, and the interiors can be customised 
with drawers, shelves and hanging rails, etc, 
depending on your needs. The main down¬ 
side is the price - fitted wardrobes typically

cost thousands of pounds from a specialist company, although a carpenter will often make them 
for a lot less. 


2. If your bedroom already has fitted wardrobes but the doors belong to another decade, simply 
replace them with more up-to-date ones (as long as the wardrobe interiors are fine). It's easy to 
get standard-sized or made-to-measure replacement wardrobe doors, especially online, giving 
you a great new lookfor a fraction of the price of new wardrobes. Alternatively, get a carpenter to 
make new doors for you. 


3. In the kitchen, lack of storage can drive you to distraction. A larder is ideal, but may not be an 
option in a small kitchen, where it's really im¬ 
portant to have clever storage and a well-de¬ 
signed layout. Kitchen showrooms and DIY 
stores can offer ingenious ways of making 
more of the space, including pull-out work¬ 
tops, pull-out shelves/racks in larder units, 
carousels so you can easily access the back 
of corner units, and tall wall units that pro¬ 
vide extra storage in kitchens with higher 
ceilings. 

4. Away from the kitchen, there's potential to 
create storage space all over the home. Ideas 
include turning an understairs space into a 
cupboard, window seats with built-in stor¬ 
age, stairs that contain drawers, a vanity unit 
for extra bathroom storage, and built-in 
bookshelves and cupboards in alcoves; even a desk. With a bespoke home office, the space can 
be tailor-made for your computer, printer, files and more.

5. Some of the best storage is, of course, your home's loft. If you need to access it often, fitting a 
large loft hatch with a built-in ladder will make it much easier. You'll also need to board the loft (if 
it's not already boarded) before storing things up there. Use sheets of chipboard, or chipboard 
loft boards, which slot together. 'Soft' insulation (in rolls), such as mineral wool, shouldn't be com¬ 
pressed, though, so use loft legs to raise the floor level above the insulation - the recommended 
depth for mineral wool is 27cm. Another option is to lay rolls of insulation between the joists, but 
rigid insulation over them and chipboard on top - some rigid insulation has a chipboard top layer.

If you're tying to get someone into DIY in 2017, the Forge Steel General Fland Tool Kit (£29.99, 
Screwfix) is the perfect prezzie.This excellent 55-piece starter kit contains all the hand tools needed 
for everyday DIY, including a hammer, tape measure, spirit level, mini hacksaw and adjustable 
wrench. It comes in a sturdy carry bag and is great value. 

HOW-TO TIP 

If you're having your home rewired and want to add decorative ceiling roses around some of the 
ceiling lights, ensure you fit them before the electrics are second-fixed. This enables the electrician 
to fit the plastic ceiling rose on top of the decorative rose, giving easy access to the wiring if there's 
ever a problem with the light.
